HEART OF D ALSTON

ALSTON is to get 
a massive 
£160million boost 
through the 
regeneration of the town 
centre. 

The ambitious scheme 
will create more than 
500 new homes, a 
library, shops and 
restaurants. 

Plus it will include a new 
station that puts Dalston 
firmly on the London 
Underground map, via the 


East London Line 
extension. 

At the heart of this 
exciting development will 
be Dalston Square - the 
largest public space built 
in the area for over 100 
years. Proposals for it 
include children’s play- 
areas, a green oasis and 
areas for entertainers or 
exhibitions. 

The square will also 
house the entrance to the 
new London Overground 
station Dalston Junction - 
set to open in 2010. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “This 
development will bring 


major investment to the 
local community, with the 
borough’s first full link to 
the Tube network offering 
easier access to jobs across 
London and encouraging 
more investment into the 
area. The new homes, 
library, open space, shops 
and restaurants will boost 
the heart of Dalston.” 

The project moved into 
an important new phase 
this month following the 
appointment of Barratt 
Homes as a partner in the 
development. Barratt will 
work closely with the 
London Development 
Agency (LDA) and 


landowners - Transport for 
London (TfL) and Hackney 
Council - to build the new 
homes, which include social 
rented housing and homes 
for sale.

^■WO callous killers 
who gunned down 
their victim in the 
I middle of Homerton 
High Street have been jailed 
thanks to CCTV. 

Brothers Rohan, 39, and 
Junior Byron Gordon, 37, 
were sentenced to a 
minimum of 27 years for 
murdering Craig Thoms. 

Junior’s girlfriend, 
hairdresser Odete Worrell, 
was also sentenced to three 
years for assisting an 
offender. 

The Old Bailey heard how 
evidence captured by the 
Council’s CCTV operators 
proved vital in securing the 
convictions. 

Mr Thoms died in a hail of 
bullets after the brothers 
ambushed him in the early 
hours of 17 February last 
year. The 2 8 -year-old from 
Leyton, east London, had 
pulled up near Eko’s Bar and 


Restaurant on Homerton 
High Street. Before he got 
out of his car the Gordon 
brothers approached him 
and opened fire. 

He tried to reverse away at 
speed but crashed into a 
stationary Range Rover. The 
two gunmen chased the 
vehicle and continued firing 
at him. Mr Thoms fell out of 
the car and his attackers ran 
away before returning and 
shooting him at point blank 
range as he lay in the street. 

The terrible scenes were 
captured on camera and 
proved vital in convicting 
the killers. The brothers 
changed their pleas 
to guilty, mid-trial, 
due to the 
overwhelming 
evidence against 
them. 

In sentencing 
the pair on 27 
February, Judge 
Forrestor said: “I 
believe that this 


was a

Victim Craig Thoms died in a hail of bullets 


committed in cold blood. 
Armed with firearms you lay 
in wait for Mr Thoms who 
was defenceless and alone. 
The seriousness of this foul 
crime is particularly high.” 

Hackney’s Borough 
Commander, Chief 
Superintendent Steve Dann, 
added: “This result 
demonstrates yet again the 
effectiveness of CCTV in 
bringing dangerous 
criminals to justice. 

“Operators from the 
Council’s CCTV unit played 
a pivotal role in capturing 
this incident on film, saving 
police hours of investigative 
time and ensuring the 
perpetrators of this 
crime were 
identified and 
quickly taken off 
our streets.” 

This month, 
the Council 
announced the 
introduction of a 
further 55 new 
cameras 
across the 
borough. 


Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 

Neighbourhoods, said: “Our 
increased use of CCTV is 
one of many ways we can 
make sure that residents and 
visitors feel safe in their 
homes, places of work and 
on their streets. In 2007 
almost 2,700 arrests were 
made using CCTV.”

The scheme will be 
divided into two 
construction projects called 
Dalston Lane South and 
Dalston Junction 
Interchange (with Dalston 
Square linking the two 
sites). 

The Council’s Dalston 
Lane South site, bordered 
by Beechwood Road, 
Roseberry Place and Forest 
Road, will provide homes, 
shops and a new library. 

TfL’s Dalston Junction 
will bring a new Tube 
connection from 2010 and 
a new bus interchange. 

Further shops and homes 
will be built on top of the 
new station. 

The scheme, designed by 
Arup Associates and John 
McAslan & Partners, 
includes 14 apartment 


Making progress to preserve historic terrace 



FURTHER down Dalston Lane, 
plans are underway to carry out 
a conservation-led regeneration 
project to preserve a terrace of 
historic buildings. 

Many of the 19th century 
properties, part of the Dalston 


Conservation Area, are vacant 
and have fallen into disrepair. 
The Council has been working 
with a conservation structural 
engineer to make sure they do 
not deteriorate further. On 
their advice, some of the walls

have been removed because 
they were structurally 
unsound. 

The walls and other features 
were documented by 
conservation officers and the 
contractor beforehand and the 
bricks, where sound, were 
cleaned, wrapped and carefully 
stored. The intention is to re-use 
them in the future 
redevelopment. 

Plans for a longer-term strategy 
to regenerate the terrace are 
being drawn up by the Council. 
English Heritage has already 
supported the project with 
initial funding and technical 
guidance.

A total of £395,000 has 
been set aside to double the 
number of graffiti-busting 
teams, boost fly-poster 
removal services, and 
increase the number of 
street cleaners. They will 
be focused on town centre I 
areas and sweeping up to I 
200 of the borough’s 
roads more regularly. 

A further £1 million is 
being earmarked to 
provide care for adults 
with learning disabilities, 
and £528,000 to support 
families with a child with a 
disability. A half million 
will go towards helping 
fostering and adoption 
services. 

Mayor Jules Pipe said: 
“This is the third year in a 
row we have frozen 
Hackney’s element of the 
Council Tax, and the sixth 
year without any cuts to 
frontline services - instead 
we have again expanded 
services. 

“This year we are again 
investing in the services 
that residents tell us are 
the most important, 
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including engaging more 
young people through 
youth activities, extra 
funding to tackle graffiti 
and fly- posting, and 
increasing the frequency of 
street cleaning in our town 
centres. 

“We are also putting 
additional money into 
services that help support 
and care for those in our 
community who need it 
most, such as disabled 


children and foster 
families.” 

Residents will see the 
Band D Council Tax rate 
going up by approximately 
lip a week, following a 
rise in the Greater London 
Authority’s (GLA) part of 
the tax.

The Women’s Land 
Army and Timber Corps 


First recruits. As more and more 
men died in the First World War, 
labour became scarce. Farmers 
initially resisted the idea of 
women workers, but by 1 91 7 
there were 260,000 of them. 

Reformed in order to reduce food 
imports and compensate for all 
the men who left work to join up. By September there were 
more than 1 ,000 volunteers. 

1 941 : Over 20,000 British women now called themselves Land Girls. 

1942 Australian Women’s Land Army formed. 

1 943 : US Women’s Land Army formed. At its peak the British Land 
Army had 80,000 members. Their work included hoeing, 
ploughing, hedging, turning hay, lifting potatoes, threshing, 
lambing and looking after poultry. About 1 ,000 women were 
ratcatchers, and 6,000 in the timber corps felled trees, ran 
sawmills and burned wood. 

1943 : Women’s Land Army disbanded. 

2008 : The war work of women like Eileen and Doreen was formally 
recognised when the Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs opened applications for a Veteran’s Badge for the 
Women’s Land Army and Timber Corps.

D OREEN Patterson 
and Eileen Mark 
haven’t known 
each other long. 

They recently met when 
they became some of the 
first women in the country 
to have their work as Land 
Girls during the Second 
World War officially 
recognised by the 
Government. 

Hackney Today 
brought them together 
for a chat on the eve of 
receiving their Land 
Army Veterans Badges. 


Although their work 
was very different, both 
firmly agree on one point - 
“We did have some good 
times.” 

Doreen, 82, and Eileen, 
84, are lifelong Hackney 
residents. A youthful 
Eileen found a move from 
Clapton to Stoke 
Newington like ‘coming 
into the country. It was 
like a village’. 

But in the early years of 
the war, they left their 
homes and families and 
went to work in the 
countryside, returning 
home only for leave. 

Eileen was taught the 
basics of forestry, 
including how to measure 


the height of trees. “I hated 
the sawmill, I was thinking 
of my fingers,” she said. 

Her work in Sussex 
included cutting pit props 
for mines and burning 
wood. She proudly recalls 
how the wood was also 
used to make runners that 
carried D-Day landing 
craft, preventing them from 
sinking into the sand of the 
Normandy beaches - the 
turning point of the war. 

Doreen worked hard and 
enjoyed bailing straw in the 
fields of Kent, where she 
sometimes worked with 
German prisoners who 
were ‘quite nice chaps’. 

Both remember how 
they ‘worked hard and 
played hard’. Play tended 
to involve a bicycle ride 
into a nearby village, 
where they would join 
locals for a dance and then 
roll home. Doreen said: “I 
remember coming home 
from a hop, one girl never 
turned and six of us ended 
up spread on the hillside.” 

Not to be outdone, 
Eileen recalls an incident 
when her bike went up a 


tree. On less strenuous 
outings, she said: “The 
soldiers would take us to 
dances on the back of their 
motorcycles.” 

And it was on a bicycle 
that Doreen received some 
momentous news. As she 
rode up a steep hill to work 
one morning, a cyclist 
hailed her and asked where 
she was going. “To work,” 
she replied. “Haven’t you 
heard,” he said. “The war 
is over.”

T HE first zero carbon 
restaurant has 
opened in Hackney 
staffed by local 
people. 

The Water House, 
overlooking Regent’s Canal 
in Hoxton, uses only 
renewable hydroelectric 
power, heats its water with 
roof-mounted solar panels, 
and composts food waste 
for use on its own vegetable 
garden. Even waste cooking 
oil will be composted, and 
a paperless toilet is planned 
for the lavatories. 


Cleaning is done with 
micro-fibre cleaning cloths 
and biological enzymes 
rather than chemicals. 
Suppliers will be asked to 
use electric cars or LPG 
vans for deliveries. 

The restaurant, which 
opened last month, was set 
up by regeneration agency 
the Shoreditch Trust. Its 
Chief Executive, Micheal

Pyner, said: “Regeneration 
through social enterprise 
is what we do and the 
more creative and 
innovative we can make it, 
the better.”

Amelia (below, right), 1 4, 
explained what it involves: “We 
get young people to go to 
events, promote DYH and go to 
workshops.” 

It has been a good learning 
experience for Amelia, who told 
us: “It’s been fun. I’m becoming 
more confident about talking to 
young people and stuff.” 

Naomi (below, left), 1 5, said it 
changed her perspective of her 
borough: “At first I thought 
Hackney was quite boring, but 
after DYH I’ve realised there’s a 
lot more to it, and a lot more for 
young people to do.” 

Having attended 
most of the 
festival events, 
they had positive 
things to say m 
about DYH. 

Amelia 
thinks: 

“It’s a 
good 
idea 


because there’s too 
much crime and we 
need to get lots of 
young people in 
Hackney doing positive 
stuff with their lives.” 

Naomi agreed, adding: 

“I think it’s a great idea 
because not only is it 
helping get people off the 
streets, it’s helping them 
meet new people and 
showing adults the youth 
aren’t as bad as they come 
across; they’re more 
interested in learning than 
anything else.” 

Naomi said that being a 
cultural ambassador ‘has 
taught me a lot of things’, and 
she would recommend it to 
other young people - in fact, 
she has started a MySpace 
page to promote DYH 
and encourage 
others to get 
involved. 


THE second project we visited 
was a dance workshop at 
Hoxton Hall. This was one of 
a series involving seven to 
11 -year-olds in dance, 
video and graffiti activities 
led by teenagers. 

Oliver, 10, wanted to do 
the workshop ‘instead of 
being bored at 


home’. He added: “I’ve done 
street dance and break dance, 
but this is my first dance 
lesson. Yesterday we learnt 
Singing In The Rain.” 

Lamar, 1 0, was introduced to 
dancing when he was very 
young: “When I was a baby I 
was raised into dancing in 
Jamaica. My garden has a big 
sound system and I used to 
play it loud and dance.” 

Signs of the City 

THIS three-day workshop at 
Space, led by artist Douglas 
Nicolson, consisted of taking 
photographs around Hackney 
to mark locations that were 
important to young people. 

We walked a route they had 
mapped out and taking photos 
ourselves. We also interviewed 
those taking part. 

We wanted to know what 
attracted them to the project. 
Georgia, 12, said: “I like 
working with cameras and 
computers. I like taking photos, 
but I don’t have a camera, so it 
was a good opportunity.” 

Toby, 13, added: “I really like

TB is a disease that affects the lungs and is spread when an 
infected person coughs or sneezes. Hackney has one of the 
highest rates of the disease in the UK. 

An untreated TB sufferer infects up to 1 5 people a year. 
Symptoms like a persistent cough, night sweats or fever, 
weight loss, coughing up blood, and feeling tired and unwell 
should not be ignored. If you have any of them, contact your 
GP for a test-TB is curable and treatment is free. 


Babies born in Hackney should be immunised against TB 
with the BCG vaccination before their first birthday, giving 
them lifelong protection. If you are not registered with a

Mental health pioneering 

HACKNEY is one of 25 local authorities chosen to pilot 
Government programmes to promote good mental health 
and well-being in schools.

The theatre was built in 
the grounds of the Britannia 
Tavern on Hoxton Street. 
Founded in 1841, it held 
1,000 people, and from its 
earliest days staged classical 
drama and Shakespeare as 
well as variety acts. 

In 1858, Sam had the 
building demolished and 
built a new theatre on the 
site. With two circles, a pit 
and gallery, it was designed 
to seat 3,200, but audiences 
exceeded that - with the 
record attendance reputed 
to be 4,790. 

In 1 844, Sara took the role 
of Principal Boy in 
, the first of the 
Britannia’s many 
pantomimes. 
These became 
extremely 




popular, and made Sara a big 
star. 

After her husband’s death 
in 1871, Sara carried on the 
business. She continued to 
act in many productions, as 
well as writing and directing. 
She acquired a reputation 
for picking successful plays, 
and for judging how long 
they should run for. 

She also became known 
for her charitable work in 
the Hoxton area. 

Sara played in her last 
panto, aged 76, and when 
she died a year later in 1899, 
thousands lined the streets to 
watch her funeral 
procession. According to a 
report in the Hackney 
Gazette at the time, the road 
was impassable. 

The Britannia Theatre was 
turned into a cinema early 
in the 20th century, but 
was destroyed in the 
Second World War 
during the Blitz. 
However, Sara 
Lane Court, 
about 300 metres 
from the 
theatre site, 
still recalls 
the venue’s 
celebrated 


owner.

H ackney now 

has its own 
police team 
dedicated to 
patrolling its buses. 

It is one of 1 1 boroughs to 
get its own Safer Transport 
Team of 35 Police and 
Community Support 
Officers who will provide a 
reassuring presence for 
passengers. 

The move comes after 
outer London boroughs got 
an extra 440 Safer Transport 
Team officers last year. This 
led to bus related crime 
falling by 1 1 per cent across 
London between April and 
September 2007, compared 
to 2006. Following a review 
funded by TfL, it was 
decided to expand the teams 
to inner London boroughs. 


It also recommended that 
some functions continue to 
be carried out by specialist 
teams that will cover the 
whole of the capital. 

These include the BusTag 
and Dip teams that 
specialise in combating 
criminal damage and pick 
pocketing respectively. 

Steve Burton, TfL Director 
of Community Safety, 
Enforcement and Policing 
said: “We have had five 
years of targeted policing on 
the bus network, and the 
result is that we now have 
the lowest rate of crime on 
buses in that time. 

“The success of the Safer 
Transport Teams in outer 
London is testament to the 
effectiveness of this borough 
based approach where 
teams of police get to know 
the communities they are 
working in, as well as the 
hot spots for crime and 
disorder.” 



Polite two ting 



CYCLISTS and 
pedestrians have taken 
part in a safety awareness 
event at the Kingsland 
Basin towpath near De 
Beauvoir town. 

Over 250 towpath users 
stopped on their morning 
commute to receive vital 
safety advice over a shared 
breakfast. 

The event last month 
was run by Groundwork, 
on behalf of British 
Waterways. Staff and 
partners talked about the 
Two Tings campaign 
which asks cyclists to ring 
their bell twice to alert 
approaching pedestrians, 
who have priority over 
them. 


It also asks cyclists to 
ride at a sensible speed, go 
by people slowly, and for 
pedestrians to listen out 
for the two tings and allow 
cyclists to pass. 

During the morning, 
volunteers also fitted 28 
bells to cycles that didn’t 
have one and police 
officers registered bikes as 
an anti-theft measure. 

Hackney Council staff 
gave out alternative cycle 
route maps to riders who 
want to speed faster than 
is safe along the towpath. 

Last year saw major 
safety improvements on 
the canal along with a 
code of conduct developed 
to protect all users. Further 


improvements are taking 
place this month. 

Louise Fishleigh, leisure 
development manager for 
British Waterways 
London, said: “The project 
is part of an ongoing 
London-wide British 
Waterways programme to 
make towpaths safer, more 
attractive and accessible to 
the thousands of people 
who use them every day.” 


Another safety event will 
be held on 13 March at 
Acton Lock at the eastern 
end of Whiston Road, 
Haggerston.

Purple sprouting 
broccoli is delicious and attractive, and good for you - what more could you ask for in 
a meal? 


Beef stir-fry with broccoli 
and oyster sauce 

Serves 2 


Preparation time 

15 mins

Ingredients 

• 1 -2 tablespoons sunflower oil 

• 200g beef fillet, thinly sliced or stir-fry 
strips 

• 200g tenderstem purple sprouting 
broccoli (or regular green if purple is 
unavailable) 

• 1 garlic clove, thinly sliced 

• 1 onion, sliced 

• 2 tablespoons oyster sauce 


Method 

• Heat a wok until smoking, pour in the oil 

• Add the beef. Stir-fry for 2 mins, then tip onto a 
plate 

• Add broccoli to the wok with a splash of water then 
cook until broccoli turns bright green and purple 

• Add the onion and stir-fry for 1 minute 

• Add the garlic and cook for 1 minute more 

• Pour in the oyster sauce and 1 25ml water 

• Bring to the boil and cook until reduced to a sticky 
sauce. 

• Stir in the beef, along with any juices from the 
plate, then serve straight away 


Top Apprentice tip: If you’re feeling very hungry, cook some rice or noodles. If you 
don’t like beef, try adding some tofu or prawns - make sure they are cooked through.

Head of Social Work for the Forensic Directorate 
of the East London Trust NHS Foundation, talks 
to Hackney Today about two senior forensic 
social work posts 



What are the main areas of 
responsibility? 

The Forensic Social Work 
Service meets the specialist 
care and health needs of 
mentally disordered offenders 
in inpatient and community 
settings. Although the social 
workers are employed by 
Hackney Council, we are a 
regional service, and work 
across eight east and 
north-east London boroughs. 
The role involves balancing 
the care needs of the service 
user with issues of public 
protection. The vast majority 
of our service users will have 
committed, or are at risk of 
committing, serious offences 
of violence. This requires 
close collaborative working 
with colleagues from other 
professional disciplines, with 
statutory bodies and with the 
service user’s family and 
carers. Ultimately, it is about 
managing risk in a way that 
enhances the service user’s 
life opportunities. Generally 
speaking, we are very 


successful in doing so; our 
re-conviction rate is very low. 
What are the main 
opportunities? 

It is extremely interesting 
and varied work, both 
clinically and legally. The 
Forensic Social Worker is a 
key player from the point of 
referral, usually at a point of 
extreme crisis, through the 
period of inpatient treatment 
and ultimately to the point a 
person is re-integrated back 
into the community. Although 
the job clearly carries with it 
a significant amount of 
pressures, it is an incredibly 
rewarding experience to see 
someone through the entire 
treatment process. I like to 
think the service has a 
strong commitment to 
providing quality 
professional support and 
development to its staff. The 
posts also offers the 
opportunity to develop or 
extend interests in 
groupwork, training and 
research. 


Who would be the ideal 
candidate? 

The ideal candidate would be 
a qualified social worker with 
significant experience of 
working in a health, social 
care or criminal justice 
setting. A sound working 
knowledge of relevant social 
care and mental health 
legislation is essential. The 
candidate will also be an 
Approved Social Worker under 
the Mental Health Act 1 983 or 
willing to train as such.
